So we get three hundred and 
and sixty- five days in a year. 

The earth is very large. Around 
the middle from east to west it is 
nearly 25,000 miles. It turns 
1,04*^ miles in an hour, or seventeen 
miles a minute. Fast trains runs 
only one mile a minute. In the 
lTnite<i Slates, when the sun finally 
stiines on San Francisco about half 
past six in the morning, at the same 
time if is half past seven in Denver, 
and half past eight in St. Louis, aud 
half past nine in Pittsburg. 

The eartli also travels a long way 
rttuuuo the sun. We will call the 
path of the sun its oibit. The path 
of the ©ttrth does not go Btiaight 
above and under the snii. The path 
siantH a little north of the sun 
above and a little south of the sun 
beneath. The earth travels in this 
path year after year. It goes from 
west to east. It travels at>out nine- 
teen miles a second through the 
ail. 

The sun is a very large ball of 
fivx"^ and it shines in all directions. 
The earth is a cold l>all of land and 
wat^r. We would neeil 1,300,000 
earths to equal the sun. The sun 
looks small because it is so far, far 
away. It is 93,000,000 miles from 
the earth. 

The sun shines on half the earth 
and it is day. The other side is 
dark and it is night. The eaith 
turns 1,042 miles an hour, and so 
every hour 1,042 miles becomes day 
and on the other side 1,042 miles of 
earth becomes night. When it is 
six trclock in the morning liereit is 
six o'clock in the evening in C^ 
it is 12 o'clock at noon in Kui\ , , , 
and it is midnight in the Hawaiian 
Islands. 

The moon is a large cold hall 
which travels around the earth. 
It is much smaller than the earth. 
The Hun shines on the moon 
and the moon reflects the sunlight 
down on the^arth and make« the 
dark side of the earth moonlight. 
The moon goes around the eartli 
once in twenty- nine days 

The stars do not travel around 
our sun. They are large balls of 
fire and are very, very far away. 
The sun's light travels from the sun 
to the earth in eight minutes, h*--»» 
11,000,000 miles a minute, 
stars are so faraway that their w^xn 
rt>aches the earth in a hun<lr«Hl 
years. Those stars are c^ ,* 

1)00,000,01)0 miles away. 8. rs 

are so far away that we can not see 
them with our eyes, but must look 
thri>ugh a ven? strong telescope to 
see them.

Mrs. Williams acquired consider- 
able speech, which she retained up 
to within an hour liefore her end 
came. Her life witnessed the com- 
ing and the triumphs of all the Gal- 
laudets and Peets, and t'vo genera- 
tions of them had passed away 
while she lived on hale and hearty, 
though for the last few years she 
did not possess much physical 
strength, yet rarely requiring as- 
sistance. Her eyes grew a bit more 
feei>le as she n eared the ninety 
mark, but with them alone, and 
no glasses, she could read the head- 
lines in the newspapers, and she 
was keenly in touch with the events 
of the world. 

All her life she had strong dis- 
like for black, and insisted that 
she should be laid to her last long 
sleep in a purple casket. She se- 
lected her own garments to be robed 
in at the last, and carried out her 
ideas of propriety in this diiection 

For one of her years her memory 
wan surprising, [»articularly in the 
matter of the name, and the sign 
for the individual, of teachers and 
friends, she had made during her 
long sojourn on earth, so long that 
she had lived under the rule of all 
the Presidents of the United States, 
excepting only, Washington, Adams 
and Jefferson. 

Originally there were eight chil- 
dren in her family, five brothers 
and two sisters, all of whom have 
gone to their reward, except one, 
Mrs. Mary B. McCbesney, of Grand 
Marsh, Wis. 

Until the infirmities of old age 
came upon her, she never missed a 
Church service on Sunday morning, 
and she was a most devout and sin- 
cere Christian in thought, act and 
deed. When she was no longer 
able to go regularly, she always 
looked for the return of her son 
from service, and he invariably 
gave her a resume of the discourse, 
and the numbers of the hymns, 
when she would find and read each 
for herself as a part of her Sunday's 
devotions. The sick and the poor 
were ever her constant thought, 
and until she became too infirm, she 
always found ways and means of 
Ufirtg of highly practical service to 
iho^ic who needed help, and she 
rarely npoke of tier benefactions, 
and literally and religiously obeyed 
Uie precept that enjoined silence 
and ignorance of one hand knowing 
the doings of the other.

The Auburn, N. Y., Citizen, of 
December 11th, has the following: 

'* Clarence Pasco, a a deaf mute 
residing in Waterloo, while hasten- 
ing to the New York Central station 
last night was struck by the 9:56 
train going east at the Garden 
street crossing. It is thought that 
his deafness prevented him from 
noticing the apinoach of rho ti'ain. 

He was idcked up by Roundsman 
Norman Parker and was taken into 
Hub hotel from which place he was 
removed jlo the ('ity hospital. 

'* Owing ro his inatulity to com- 
municate with the hospital attend- 
ants he could only give his name. 
At the hospital Dr. Joseph P. 
Creveling attended him and found 
that at least cme rib on the left side 
was broken and the lung was evi- 
dently pUiictured, making his con- 
dition serious. 

'* A sister of the injured man came 
from Waterloo this morning and is 
now with him, acting as int(*rpr*eter 
for th(^ hospital altendants " 

The same paper, under date of 
December 13th, says: — 

''Clarence M. Pasko. the deaf- 
mute who was struck by the east- 
bound train of the New York 
Central at 10:10 o'clock on Tuesday 
night at the dangerous crossing at 
State and Garden streets die<1 as 
the result of his injuries at the 
City hospital last night at 8 :60 
o'clock 

'* Coroner Louis F. O'Neill was 
notified and he ordered an autopsy 
which was held this morning at 
the morgue of Heieck & Meagher 
in East Genesee street. The 
physicians present were Drs. J. P. 
Creveling, A. J. Forrnan, M. P. 
(/onway and George W. Starke. 
TIh^ autopsy showed that all of the 
ribs on the left, side from the fourth 
to the lltli inclusive had been frac- 
tured in two place, at the spine 
and in the middle of each rib. 

Two ribs had oeen fractured so 
badly that the fractured ends had 
chated against the lung, causing 
rupture. Death was due to shock 
and a hemorrhage in the pleural 
cavity. 

** The decjeased was in hiH 37th 
year. The remains were taken in 
charge by Miss Helen Pasko, of 
Syracuse, a sister, and this after- 
noon were tr'anst'erred by the local 
undertakers to the care of Under- 
taker Charles Genung, of Wat«*rloo, 
who took them to that village for 
burial."

However, since the thing has 
been done and the matter settled 
t»y the votes of the meetin^^, there 
ouuht to be an end to the petty 
squabbles, the echoes of which aie 
still reverberating to this late day, 
making a confounded din. 

There were some perscmal allu- 
sions by Mr. ** Zeno," that my n»a.

Mr. Douglas Tilden, '• the talented 
sculptor," **— if what you say is 
true, I am unfit for the National 
Association; if it is not true, the 
National Association is not fit for 
me I" I have heanl it said that 
no man is greater than his party, 
but Mr. Doukdas Tilden entertains 
a ditTererrt opinion, which is v^ery 
much in line with the antique idea 
of the divine rights of kines. They 
are but beggars who count their 
worth. 

In the matter of phraseology, ha^l 
not Mr. Doutflas Tilden made a 
faux pas, or rather an Irish Inill on 
himself? The first clause may be 
all riffht, luit when he says iu" the 
seeond clause of his '* i>ill of rights" 
that if it is not true that he was un- 
fit for the presidency, then the 
Association was not fit for him. 
Where does he fit in, at all ? 

The refer-enoe to Edwin A. Hodir- 
son as the founder of the National 
Assf>ciation was a well deserved 
tribute to the clear mind which con- 
ceived the idea and carry it through 
lo completion in the beginning of 
his ciareer among us, In spite of 
difficulties that wotild have dis- 
couraged a less dauntless spirit. I

thechristerung in Cinclnnatti, Ohio. 
If Mr Hodufson has done nothing 
else, his fame would la* secure as 
the Father of the National Associa 
tion, which has Its own place in the 
world of to day. 

As for Mr. Veditz, he is all 
right. I know him. What are 
yon kicking about ? He has been 
duly elected to his hitrh office, and 
no man llvlni? can say that he is 
unfit for it. Though I cannot help 
thinking his million-dollar endow- 
merit jdan as an iridescent dt*eam, 
he has ideas, and a man of ideas is 
a good one to ki^^p in office. 

All this talk nlxuit ccdlet;!- m.o 
monopolizing all the offices in sight 
is bosh. The r*ank and file have it 
In tUeir power to elect any one they 



The lines of Tennyson's spirited 
New Year's poem, ** Ring out. wild 
bells, to the wild sky," probably 
familiar to all the young folks, show 
how the anniversary is ushered in 
over the sea in *' Merry England." 
While the bells from the steeple 
there ring the old year out and the 
new year in, other lands in divers 
ways signalize the season. 

Ancient and modern civilized 
peoples, while differing as to the day 
from which they reckoned the be- 
ginning of the civil year, have 
agreed in distinguishing it by 
special festivities. 

The first day of January, as mark- 
ing the beginning of the year, was 
observed as a public holiday in 
Rome from at least the time of the 
Julian reformation of the calendar. 

The Latin poets and writers 
allude to the abstinence from litiga- 
tion and strife, the smoking altars, 
the white-robed processions to the 
Capitol, the exchanges of visits, the 
giving and receiving of presents, the 
masquerading and the feasting with 
which the day was celebrated 
throughout the empire. The sophist 
Libanius speaks of it in his day, a. d. 
346, as being the one great holi- 
day common to all under the Roman 
rule. 

The modern Jews, like their an- 
cient forefathers, celebrate the New 
Year's festival at the beginning of 
the month Tishri — about Septeml>er 
22. Ths distinguising feature of 
the celebration in the synagogues is 
the blowing of trumpets. 

In Denmark the people have a 
custom of saluting the New Year 
with artillery. Copenhagen is an- 
nually shaken at midnight by this 
l>eaceful cannonading. 

In some of the Danish islands, 
where old Scandinavian usages lin- 
ger, the peasants go in groups to the 
farm-houses, and fire off their mus- 
kets under the wdndow^s of the sleep- 
ing inmates.- 

The ancient Druids distributed 
branches of tlie sacred mistletoe, cut 

to* ith a golden sickle, 

as s gifts among the 

people; and the Saxons observed the 
festival with feastings and the send- 
ing of gifts. All the ancient north- 
ern nations of Europe began the 
year from the winter solstice — about 
December 25. 

Among the Latin Christian nations 
there were five different dates for 
the commencement of the year — 
namely, March i, March 25, Easter, 
Decend)er 25, and January i. 

In France, under the Morovin- 
gians. New Year's Day occurred on 
March i ; under the Carlovingians, 
or second dynasty of kings, on De- 
cember 25, and under the successors 
of Hugh Capet, on Easter. By edict 
ot Charles IX, in 1564, the beginning 
of the year was ordered at January 
I. 

Our English forefathers kept New 
Year's Day on March 25 ; but upon 
the adoption of the Georgian calen- 
dar, in 1752, the date was changed 
to January i. 

New Year's Day in old England 
WMs kept with a great deal of cere- 
mony and festivity. The New 
Year's feasts of the Norman and 
Plantagenet kings are s[x>ken of by 
the chronicles as being specially 
magnificent. Many of the kings 
were in the habit of extorting gifts 
from their siibjects on the day, in 
return, I sup|>ose, for the dinner 
they gave them. 

The Russians observe New Year's 
twelve days later than we do, hav- 
ing never adopted the Georgain cal- 
endar. In that great empire they 
still reckon by the Julian calendar, 
which was in use in Europe until 
1582. Its error consists in giving 
the year a length of 365 r-4 days, 
which is eleven minutes too much, 
an error whic^* ^- - amounted to 
twelve days. 

Their New \ ear begins January 
1st, and is a great gala day, not 
withstanding that the thermometer 
may point to thirt\ degrees below 
zero.

The festival is ushered in by the ce- 
remonies of offerings, incense burn- 
ing and numerous other rites, the 
temples being lighted up, the p 
illuminated, and candles si^ 



before the domestic idols io every 
house. 

Visits of congratulation arc paid 
and received at any early hour, and 
New Year's gifts are sent to particu- 
lar friends, always accompanied by 
a visiting-ticket of red paper, on 
which is written the name of the 
donor and a list of the presents sent, 
consisting usually of silks, fine tea, 
sweetmeats, ornaments, toys and 
other trifles suited to the occasion. 

All the actors, musicians, jugglers 
and tumblers in the empire are in 
quisitionat this period of recrea- 
tion, when grand entertainments 
are given by the rich, and plays are 
per- formed in the streets at the ex- 
pense of the government, or by a 
subscription among the inhabitants, 
tor the amusement of the poor. 

Among the Dutch, New Year's 
Day was also the one of all the year 
for gaiety and festivity. Our de- 
lightful fashion of New Year's calls 
in an inheritance from the Hol- 
landers, who were accustomed to 
exchange presents and other com- 
plimentary tokens on that day. 

General Washington, speaking of 
this usage once remarked: 

**New York will in process of 
years gradually change its ancient 
custom and manners; but whatever 
changes take place, never forget 
the cordial observance of New Year's 
Day." 

And so say we, and so say all the 
boys and girls in every town vil- 
lage and city of this broad land. — 
Golden Days,

Xlie Gallaudet inemorlal. 

It 18 propowed to create a memoi ial 
to the late Rev. Thomas Gallaudet, 
D.D., by the erection of a Parinh 
Building for St. Ann*B Church for 
Deaf-Mutes. The present Church 
IB Hituated on 148Ui Street, just west 
of Amfiterdam Avenue, and is built 
Home twenty-five feet back from the 
line of the street to permit the erec- 
tion of Bucl» a building as above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
to the church edifice and be a center 
of religious ani social life amongst 
the silent peoples. Dr. Gallaudet 
lioped during his lifetime to see the 
erection of this building, which 
would have completed the church 
with which his name has always 
been associated. This was not per- 
mitted, and it is suggested as a 
most fitting memorial to him that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
pint of urround about forty-five feet 
along the str*^Ht, ironi uuU twouty 
live feet in depth. It will be three 
stories in height, with a basement, 
and will be used for the social, re- 
ligious and industrial needs of the 
deaf-mutes of New York. The 
amount required for *' The Gallau- 
det Memorial i*arish Building" will 
be about $30,000, and the V)uilding 
itself, in its position and purp<»se, 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
silent peoples. They theniHelves 
heartily endorsf^ tin* rn«^rir(»rial.
